valids of this ate, becaufe it confines the evidence of difability to well * known -. 
wounds,” and therefore affords no relief to fuch invalids of this ftate as were 
not wounded, according to the technical medning of the term, although their 
claims may be equally as * well founded” as ‘if their difabilities arofe from 
gun-fhot wounds: And as the invalids of this Rate have had no effeCual op- _ 
portunity to apply for penfions before the paffing of {aid att, it is with them 
a caufe of complaint, and in the opinion of this Legiflature a hard cafe, that 
they fhould be precluded by any fuch difcrimination from participating the 
- fame privileges, which, before pafling faid act, have been uniformly granted to 
the invalids of ‘other ftates, in which. no fuch difcrimination exifted between

Refolved, As the opinion of this Legiflature, that as the laws or refolutións 
of the Congrefs of the United States, under the late confederation, did not 
extend to, or operate in this flate, that therefore the invalids of this ftate had 
no opportunity to apply for penfions, nor to participate in thofe provifions 
provided by the United States for fuch as were wounded or difabled in their 
fervice.

Thefe difputes have fubfifted To long, and at fome 
times have been fo violent, thát party prejudice has drove to that height, that 
moft men of confequence in this (tate have given an opinion, or interefted them- 
felves in fome way refpecting faid fettlement ; befides, popularity is to beaken 
into confideration, which makes it extremely difficult for the committee and me 
to agree on commiffioners,” Thefe attempts more fully convinces ene obferva- 
tion, of the propriety and juftice of appointing commiffioners out, of this (tate 5. 
when I contemplate the laws of wife legiflatures, both of Europe and America, 
they have made-provifion that men interefted, and that very remotely, fhall 
not be jurymen ; for inflance, fhould the town of- Windfor be fued for five 
pounds,no inhabitant of the towi: could legally fi: as a juryman. If the laws of this 
and other well-repulated gevernments have made fuch provifion for impartial 
juftice, how much greater claim: have I on the judice of the Legiflature, when 
every man in this ftate is interefted.. Popularity and party prejudice bears a great 
fhareia thefe difputes. Yt is fid to be difhonourable for the Legiflature to fub- 
mit any difputes between the Rate arid aa individual citizen, ta commiflioners 
out of the ftate, Why is it difioneurabie for the Legiflature to do juftice, more 
than individuals ? and why ought noi ie Lcvciflarmure to make equitable fettle- 
ments with thofe they have employed to do bufinels for them, as much as a 
company of merchants? what sesífon can be given, why the Legiflature ball 
judge“in their own caufe, and not fubmit differences to difinrerctled men? . 
They are the contracting party on one fide, and, however honourable or relpec- 
table they may be, yet in contracts they are þut oag, party, aad as fuch ought 
to. jubmit differences of this magnitude to difiaterefted.men. |
